For years 
he has been in the habit of taking money 
from the funds of the bank, but until 
recenlly he has been able to replace the 
uniount abatracted before the auditing of 
tho liouks took place. Investigations at 
the time of winding up the allaira of the 
bank, which suapended on July 18th, re- 
vealed the dishonesty of Sniithera.

Paiiis, Oct. 10. — liefore the Custoina 
Committee, to-day, M. Riliot, minister of 
foreign aH'.urs, and M. Hoche, niiuialer of 
coinnicrce, advocated the raiuing of the pro- 
hibition from American pork, and tho aub- 
stitutioii of a duty of 20 francs. Several 
moinbers of the coinuiittee opposed the bill. 
A proposal by M. Ferry to postpone tho d's- 
cussiou till Saturday was lejected. .M. 
Ferry then declared that he would resign 
tho Presidency.

On 
siiiiiming up, llie rciiort of t' e central com- 
mittee on the general liiiaiices (if tliepaity 
was ailopli^d, unil the comiiiitlee'H act inn at 
all points vviis iipprovi'd. A coiiiiiiiltce of 
nine was appointed lo iiii|uirc into the 
acciiaalioiia inesciited by the opposition.

TIio Times Commissioner Gives His 
Upiuion ou the Subject of 
Fortilicatious- 



£:8iiuiiiialt the Front Door to Canada 
—How the Defences Should Bo 
Carried Out. 



For an old w»r correspondent like Phil 
Robinson of the London Telegraph, now 
special commissioner of the Times, the sub- 
ject of f()i-t,ifioalions iiiul ilefenccs naturally 
l)0.ss(!S.S(j.i unusual interust ; ami from Iiih 
niililary experience in various campiiiyus it 
is but to bo expected that bis views on the 
question should be in a measure those of an 
export. Knowisg that his opinion would bo 
interesting, if it coiild be obtained, a 
("iiJ.o.NisT nuiM iiitorviewid Mr. Robin.son 
yosteidiiy, asking hiiu wlml lie thought 
.-■.houlii 1m' (lone in the way of safe guarding 
-Jie llritish (.'ohniilda coast. 

" 1 liave not had tinu; to give the subject 
(lie attention it desei vt.''," wus the reply, 
" and, l)esidea, you have caught me without 
tny notes, wliicli 1 would have to consult, if 
I venlnted into details." 

" Li ave details aside," tlie reporter sug- 
ye.sied, " iinil lot US have your opinion in 
the i-ough. " 

".Spealiing roughly," wii.s Mr. Robinson's 
reply, " it seeni.s to lue that the lirsf thing 
to be done towards fortifying N'icloiia ami 
Viincouver is to undo uU that has been dene 
up to date." 

" Then y<ni think that both Vancouver 
iind \'ii-loi ia iei|iiiie forlilieatiou ? " 

" A.^isuieiily. 'i'bere would bo little use 
in iocUing the front door and leaving the 
garden gute open. The defence of Ksqui- 
tnalt is, in every sense of the word, an Ini- 
peri&l responsibility, and the Homo (iov- 
erument should, in my opiiuon, bear the 
cost of properly fortifying this importimt 
point. Tlie Dominion (luvernnuuit, on the 
other hand, should undertake the defence 
of Vancouver. At present w hut are culled 
the fortifications are so plaeeil ».s to compel 
the enemy to bombard tlie town, and, 1 
think, should bo removed tight away to the 
p.'ind bbiti' on the opposite aide of Royal 
iioada. That position is, of cnuise, assail- 
ublo from the land side, as an eiu iny would 
find ii'j dilhculty at any time in landing au 
attacking naity and taking the defences in 
the rear ; but nothing could be simpler 
than to n ako the fort that 1 am speaking of 
an enclosedone, and impregnable from tliat 
siile. A.sk any military man, and I think 
he will tell you that those saiul blull's are a 
very strong strategic point. 

"The guns, absurdly placed on Brothers' 
Island, ouglil, of course, to be taken otf 
with the rest, and put further up the har- 
iinr and on the west .shore. The Govern- 
:nent buildings have, like so many British 
iniblie works constructed at a distance from 
England, been put exactly where they ought 
not to be ; and the sooner they stop wast- 
ing money on graving docks and permanent 
■quarters, ami move the establishment rn bloc 
iicross Constance Cove, or even right up 
into I'hunper Ibiy (Thistle Cove), the bet- 
tor it will be for the country. As regards 
the water there, there is no reason why a 
man of-war should not, with her own means 
of cominunication, take on and discharge 
armament and stores without actually com- 
ing alongside. 

"With reference to "Vaneonver, you have 
already the strongest posaiblo natural lino 
of detouce in un unforduble river, with a 
railway on the noith bunk right up 
to Hopa; and I think it would 
puzzle an enemy to get into Canadian ter- 
ritory this side of Ivickmg Horse Pass. I 
have seen something of armored trains in fer- 
vicc, and the rolling stock of the Caiuulian 
Pacific line could easily be converted into 
peri|)etetic batteries, in the face (if wliieh, 
and the infantry wdiich the line would carry 
backwaid and forward, crossing the Franer 
would be an impos.sible military feat. .Su])- 
posing an enetny really wanted to attack 
Vancouver, I notic(! that he could, keeping 
the t.liieeiiiilc limit, sail or steatn 
through neutral waters t(j almost within 
sludling range of N'ancouver, and to at- 
tempt, therefore, to dcfer.d that ap])roacb 
would he almost iiiqio.'-sible. There is no 
reason v>liatever why liurrard In'.et ajul 
Viiiicouver itself should not be strongly 
fortilied. Not that 1 look upon the fortifi- 
cation of Vancouver as of the lame impor- 
tance as the fortification of \'icloria. I 
think, if I had the honor of contndling a 
campaign, I shoidd concentrate attention on 
the two ends— t^liiebec and Ksiiiiiinalt, luid 
let the rest take care of itself. If we were 
victorious, theindemnitiesleviedun thetowm- 
along the frontier would be all paid back, 
and if we were defeated, nothing worse 
could happen than had already happened. 
TliO frontier line across the continent can 
•everywhere be crossed with the greatest 
ease, and the boseof .St. Paul and .Minneapoli.s 
command Canada. By weight of numbers 
alone the Americans would be bound to 
force their way iu, but the war would turn 
in the end on the capture or success full de- 
fence of ',bielie(- iiiirl lCs(|iiiiiiall. 

■'In rcLMiil to war with Itussia, tin-re is 
.v'.ways daijge:-; and every year makes it 
more imiuiiicnl . W'e shall mtver have any 
■icace with Russia until we cut her throat 
at the t'aspiau. Ku.ssia's lii.st move in the 
'■vent of hostilities arising, would be to go 
■ iverland to the I'eisian (!«lf a. id occupy 
the province of Xlioriisan — a step so 
dangerous in its jiossibilities as to constitute 
M. lieelaration of war. Russia's wlude ))olicj' 
iS cr.stward, ever eastward; she will go on, 
licking up the little priiicii)alilies in her 
jiatli, until she eventually joins ('hina. 
When that union is eheeted wWX be the 
time to look out for startling changes. 
India is impregnable, and no fears need be 
entertained in that (|iiurter."

The Indian Trouble Will Require the 
Presence of Force, Before Dis- 
posed of. 

Enlurging upon the facts given in t lie 
Coi.osi.sT of the l.jth iiiat. , with referenco 
to Ilia recent explorations in the Nortlieiii 
piirt of B.C., -Mr. A. L. Poudrier writes : 

"The de.'ioription you havcalready givenof 
the country covered by the truck survey is, 
iu the main, correct, hut a large purt of the 
work, from the head waters of the Skeena 
to the Rocky niountains, to the cast and 
south, has been iloiie by .Mr. tlauvreuu, 
working in conjunction with me. Tlie 
Skeenii basin, the Naos water shed, and t lie 
upper part of the water shed of the Upper 
Stikeen, has been surveyed by me : .\lr. 
Gauvreau has sent nio reports during the 
entire summer. Though the ;,'eneral cliiir- 
acter of the country is rather rough we liavo 
located large areas of good farinii g and grill- 
ing land. It is t rue llial soi:;e of the farm- 
ing land, lii'iu^' ill sucli a liigli latitude and 
at a great altitiulo, may lie ratli"r e.\i)!)seil 
to fiuinmer frost, and it would be doubtful 
if wheat could be grown with safety, thougli 
there is no doubt of the capability of the 
sciil to grow the more hardy grain. I have 
tieii veget ible.'i grown thoro which could 
hardly be eipialled on this Island. Potatoes, 
oabbages, s((Uiiah, vegetable marrow, carrots, 
etc., grow to perfection at the forks of the 
.Skeena and the Naas. 

"After having nearly coinplettd the sur- 
vey we had to make some eorrecLioiis on a 
sni.ill stream called the Kispyox, a feeder of 
the .Skeena, ten miles above Ha/.elKiii. We 
had previously traversed that pail (if the 
country withdut being in any way molested 
by the Indians, but the two men I. sent with 
two Indians were pre'\eiited by the .Siwu.slies 
living at tin; iijouth of the .'•tream, from pro- 
ceeding on their work, ami were foiceil to 
come back. .\s tlie ll ^servo i'l'inini^sinner 
was to go up to that vil 
and ri-])iii te(l ih ■ fact ti 
.Mr. O'Heilly went ii| 
with some IniHaus to n 
.Mr. U'Keilly hehl an Indian council in tlie 
evening aud we do not know what liappein-d 
there, if it is that he gave them a .sound 
talking to about their way of beli.iving to 
the surveyors. 

"The next morning, as Hon. Mr. O l'.eilly, 
-Mr. A.shdown Ureen, llie Iinli.ui Agent, 
Loei iiig, and Mrs. Loeriiig, who was acting 
as interpreter, came to the village to look 
over the ground in order to get the lay of 
the land to cut the reserve, they found the 
Indians very e,xcited, and they prevented 
Mr. Green doine the necessary work. The 
whites were forced back by the mere weight 
of the Indians surrounding them, us it 
seem to have been arranged by the Indians 
that they were not to lay hcuids on any one. 
The Indian agent and his constable (a na- 
tive) did their best to clear the way for the 
Commis.sioner, but it was no use against 
mch a nuiiiber. Tlu' chief of the l ilhige 
also HlKive to keep order, but his aiitliorily 
was at an end. He is an iiitiilligent and very 
ipiiet mini. Everyone of the party acted cocdly 
and with judgment, otherwise more seri- 
ous things might have happened in the ex- 
cited slate the Indians were. Diiiinu' the 
exciti-menl alio it the reserve, .lanii.'S .Mae- 
auley managed to take the iiK^aaiireiijents 1 
neeilel. 

" The Iniliiins simply claimeil that they 
own all the land in that vicinity, and do not 
cue to have a sinall reserve allotted to 
them. 1 1 is the remnant of the same ijueH- 
tion which was so long di^liated at .Mella- 
kahtla. No doubt, the Indians have had, 
and have still, sonie bad adviser.^, though 
such thing is rather hard to bring home to 
a man. The forks Iiidian.s are perfectly 
ipiiet. There are only the Ki.ipyoe wbo 
have of late shown theuiselveb unruly. Ac- 
cording to what the Indians theniHelves say, 
tlieir bi otliers of the upper villages, Kuldo 
and Kishkigas, and of another village in 
the interior, named Kit-VVan-Goole, are do- 
cide^l to keep the land for thomselvos, but 
thoro are no I'ettij- proofs of it. 

" Though I do not believe thnt there is 
any actual danger for thu white people up 
there, it is certain that no white men would 
be allowed to cross tho oottntry claimed, 
aud tho survey of the reserve, and of the 
adjoining ground, could be made only iimler 
tho protection of a aullicient fori^;. These 
Indions are ciiIIimI Ski-ti-gaus or Ivitie-sans ; 
they speak a dialect of the THimsean lan- 
guage. They arc not very numerous, r.nd 
mostly all, if uot all, are supposed to have 
been CliriatiAuized. They, are a, moan, in- 



solent crew, and will have some day to be 
given a lesson, and the sooner the better, 
the easier and the cheaper."

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BULLED TO DEATH. ^ 

A Stagnant Market the Direct Result 
of the Policy of Recent 
Mouths- 



Lower Prices Must Follow the 
Present Inactivity— A Leader 
Badly Keeded. 

Henry ClowB it Co., in tlioir finuneial re- 
view of the week cudiiig October 10th, says: 
"The course of values upon the Stock Ex- 
change during the past week has been in 
close accordance witli what was indicated 
in these advices tlirce weelta ago. The riae 
lias lieen checked ; profits have lieen turned 
into casli and rcceasion.s of varying iin])or- 
tance followed. Heyond the breaks in Mia- 
Bouri Pacific and Rock Island, there baa 
been no fresh cause of weakness, save tlie 
withdrawal of London support. Neverllie- 
leaa, tlie market liaa been dull and liatlesa. 
On the one aide, thoie ia an alnioat inpene- 
trable bulwark of conlidencc in the future, 
which makes cvtry bolder of .Hlocka, lar>;f 
and aniall, oliatiiialu in the refusal to 8ell. 
The niitund reaull ia atannation. The mar- 
ket has literally been bulled to death; and 
nothing short of a slniking up of sonic soi t 
will lift it out of prcaunl conditiona. Un- 
less the leaders aoon bestir themselves, th 
opportunities for an active bull market dur 
ing the next few niontha will be materially 
modified. Leaderahip is easential, and 
to be successful it must be 
of the sort that attracta, not 
repels followers. Activity is what ia needed. 
E'/eryone recognizes that the rise has been 
Bullicient for the time being. It is going a 
little too fast to think of discounting the 
gains of twelve months in aa many weeks. 
Rest and rccreution are necessary to check 
imprudences and obtain brimder and aiifer 
views of the future. For the laat few days 
transactions have been left almost entirely 
to traders, who made little impression upon 
values. It is probable, then, that present 
inactivity if continued will lead to some- 
what lower prices. Those who have taken 
profits are already anxious for a decline 
which would admit of new buying, and 
afford the basis of li further rise later on. 
Our opinion is that the activity of the nnir- 
ket would Im more benefitted in the end by 
a fair decline rather than an advance; and, 
with speculative forces divided us they now 
are, the outlook la certainly more favorable 
to a full than rise. At the same lime the 
exceedingly strong undertone of the market 
cannot be ovtrlouked ; and, until events 
shape themselves more defmitely, we may 
expect a good trading market in which 
(iui( k turns are preferable to long holiliDg. 

" London seems to be a somewliat uncer- 
tfiin factor, chielly because of the monetary 
situation there. It is posjible that 
we will have drawn from S.T), HOG, 0(10 
to ?40,00(),000 of gold from Europe 
by the close of ne.tt December. We 
have already taken about 815,000,000 
during the season. The Bank of England 
is disposed to resist this movement in a 
degree, and n.uch of the demand will fall 
upon I'uris, which ia fortunately well pre- 
pared to meet it. It is also to be remem- 
bered that the failure of crops in Europe 
will cause there stagration of trade and dis- 
courage speculation, thereby losaening their 
demand for money. Political, linancial 
and monetary alFairs in Europe are all in a 
complicated and delicate condition. Hence, 
it is impossible to accurately forecast their 
outcome ; bo that, however sujierior their 
inducements of American securities to 
foreigners, it is quite within the range of 
possibilities that they may not be able to 
avail themselves of such udvantagea as 
freely as we expect. In other words it will 
not do to count too strongly upon foreign 
support in event of a further rise. Money 
in London bos been quoted at^ @ 6 per 
cent, for carrying American stocks, which 
ciused increased orders to selL That the 
Uank of Englanrl did not raise the rote of 
discount was jirobably due to a desire to 
keep foreign money markets free of distur- 
bnn':c during the placing of the Russian 
loan. 

" The homo monetary situation is satis- 
factory. TheMeek'a bank statement will he 
made on rising averages, and ought there- 
fore to he a favorable one. Owing to pru- 
dent Trcasmy maoiigement and e.vpansion 
in the circulation, together with [dentiful 
gold inijxH ta aiul the strong p(jsition of the 
atscciat(<l hanks, there is little prospect of 
extreme stringency in money. iMiougli and 
to sp-ire HeeniH jiiobuble for cro|) and trade 
rei|uiremenls, though the <leman(l from tlie 
latter c|Uarter miiy subs(i|uently become 
urg(!nt enough to btifl'en rates and so allect 
Bpccul.itiim. When stocks are active there 
is nlwayn an attempt to manipulate money : 
but we do not anticip'ite any natural strin- 
gency for some weeks to c<ime. Ivirnings 
continue to show biindsome gains, hothni't 
and iiroas ; and, altogether, the railroad 
future is as bright as it well could be."

It ari^iu^a thai, if lie was in a con- 
dition to attfiul to lliu bu.sinesa of liii ile- 
partiucn', lu; wouKi be in \V;LslunL,'tiiji, as 
there iiuist 1)0 many thiii;,'s there ihit re- 
([uire his allentiini, besid^-a the rejipMi.'it) 
uegoliii lions. llthen goes on losiy: 

" This eoiiuliisiou ia rendered aornewhat 
inaecure by the intimation of the New York 
Tribune, a reputed Adnunistration organ, 
that no treaty ouu bo couuluded unless Can- 
ada ia prepared to accept unrestricted reui- 
prociCy, in other words, to give a genera! 
preference to American over British, 
I'Venoh and all other manufactures. If 
this position is assumed by the American 
Covornmeut, we agree with the Phila- 
delphia Record that to enter upon tlic 
negotiations would bo a waste of lime. 
But we are not warranted in concluding 
iliiit t!ie Tribuno'a utterances can safely be 
aei:eptt'>l as an indication of the settled 
policy uf the .'Vinericau Administration, 
tlumyh it leaves the (lU'.'stioii in a slate of 
the ^'leatest iiin;eit;iinty. It looUa aa if the 
unollioial oilers of u iiruatrioleil rcciprocily 
from tliia siile, iiiiiiossilile of rua'iZiUiun, 
might ilepi ive Caiuul.i of audi a reasoiKil>le 
trade arraiigitmeiit as iiii_dil otherwise h ive 
been possilile. To give Aiiie'. icaii niaiiu- 
fiietures, wliicli c:iiinot compete in tlie open 
maikcts of the world, an advaiitaj^e over 
such lis recoiiiiiieiid themselvea by auperior- 
ity of qnalily ami moderation of price, 
would be to deny ourselves the beiietits 
of the suialleat lueasiire of free trade and to 
place ourselves voluntarily under the heavy 
yoke of the McKiuley tarill'. And this we 
are not prepared to do." 

The Monetory Times, no doubt in this 
matter gives e.'cpression to the views of the 
great maj irity of business men in Ontorio. 
They, evidently, favor a reasonable measure 
of reciprocity, In. " they are not prepared to 
aurreniler the liscal independence of the 
Dominion in order to place themselves 
under the yoke of the McKinley tariff, for 
this, every one now sees, is what unrestrict- 
ed reciprocity means. 

UNWISE AND UNJUST. 

We do not tlii:ik that Mr. Chapleau, by 
Ilia attack on llie Protestant clergymen wlio 
considered it Iheir duty to condemn the 
practices which were exposed in the course 
of tlie investigation of the Tarte charge, 
did either himself or the Government any 
good. We do not admire political parsons. 
On iiueations of politics, pure and siinide, 
we do nut think th;it clergymen, as a clas.a, 
are competent to advise intelligent laymen. 
And when they do niidert.ike 1 1 spe il; 
authoritatively on such subjects, they c iu- 
not e.xpect those who submit themselves to 
their guidance, in matters spiritual, to re- 
spect their coiiclu.sions or their injunctions. 
On such i(uestinii.s aa jiroleetion to iiiitive 
ind.uatry, reciprocity with the United .Slatea, 
manhood sullrage tnd the like, a clergyman 
is not expected to be better informed than 
other men who have had as good opportuni- 
ties cf acquiring information. When he 
meddles with auuh queattons ho is just aa 
likely to be wrong us right. But it ia very 
ditfertnt when mori'l ((Ueationa, such aa 
those involved in the ac^imbds re- 
ferred to couio to be considered. 
T here is no doubt about bribery being wrong. 
There can be no two opinions ua to w hether 
fidelity ia a virtue, or unfaithfulness a vice. 
If a clergyman will not conden'ii ilisiioiK sty 
when tile man who acts dishonestly is a 
public aei •aiil high in ollice, be eei laiiily 
deaervea to bear the reproach which uttachea 
to respecters of persons and to "dumb 
dogs." Good men, preachers of righteous^ 
ness, litve not been afraid from the earliest 
times to rebuke men high in station wlu^ii 
they have t; auagress 'd the )aws of (!od and 
man. ('lergymeii who will wink at wicked- 
ness in high places, while they treat with 
the utmost severity ofTendera in humble 
station, deserve the contempt of their c in- 
gregations. ICveryone will admit that it is 
ncces'^ary tliit the atandard of public 
morality should bo high in this country. 
I!ut how ciiii it bo kept liigli if the pro- 
fessional lettchers of morality are reprobated 
and denounced when they condemn the cor- 
ruption and the unfaithfulness of public 
servants ? 

The people are quick to see tho diatinetion 
we have pointed out. They are not pleaacd, 
aa a ride, to see clergymen meddling in poli- 
tics, and they not only do not ask tliem for 
advice on political subjeots but, resent it 
when it is obtruded upon them from the 
pulpit or even in private. But it is very 
different, indeed, when the clergyman con- 
deiniia iinfaithfulnesB and ilishoncaty and im- 
purity in public men. When it is known 
that there are grounds for the con- 
domnation,-. what he says rocotn- 
ni-'uds itself to the moral sense of his 
hearers and even those among them whose 
c induct will not bear a very close examina- 
tion will acknowledge tho justice of his 
striclureiand admit Ihiit they are necessary. 

Thinking men must see that there must 
b3 a wholeaonic public opinion in tho coun- 
try with respect to the conduct of the ser- 
vants of the people. If publio men are 
judged by a dilTerent and a lower standard 
than men in tho private walks of life — if 
what is an oU'enco which it is wrong and 
dangerous to condouc in ordinary business 



circles is, when committed by a pnblio ser- 
vant, looked upon as hardly an offence at 
all — tho consequence will be that men in 
tho public service in any capacity will soon 
come to consider that they are not under 
any obligation to bo honorable or honest, 
and publio life will become corrupt from tho 
top to tho bottom. I'liblic men and those 
in private station, who have at heart the 
welfare of the coniniunity, should exhort 
clergymen when they see signs of public 
(ieninralization, to cry out and spare not. 
Tho more telling their rebukes, and the 
moi^e efl'ectivc their exhortations, the bettor 
it will bo for the whole country. Cleigy- 
nieii should be encoiiruged lo do what ia 
m.mifeslly tlieir ilut}^ to the common- 
wealth, no matter who frowns or who de- 
nounces.

I'axtoii waa 
mayoress in her own right. .V .liille leas 
than a year ago she was elected to the posi- 
tiou by a large majority. The men of the 
town looked upon it us rather a good joke, 
to have a woman at the head of its aftairs. 
They were not, however, long of that 
opinion. Many tliiiiga which men olliciiila 
had tolerated und considered necessai y this 
lady inayoresa could uol abide, ami regard- 
ed as not only uniiec-js.-iary, bill harm- 
ful. Kiowa, wlioii slio was elected, 
was frequented by cattlemen. The cowboys, 
as ia well known, are just a little too fond 
of whihkey. In order to make the town of 
iviowa pl(!is.uit to them and to get tin ir 
tradu, the men of tho town look care that 
the cowboys .sliouM gel all the liijuor they 
couhl pay for. Tiiis vexed the rightous 
soul of tbe lady nmyoross, and she decided 
that the salosns must go, und, with tho aid 
of tho police, she cleared them out. After 
a while tho cowboya who visited the town 
to do iKisineas found that they could not get 
whiskey fur either love or money, and so 
they l.-.msferred their custom to a town 
w here the authorities are not 80 scrupuloua 
as they were in Kiowa. When the men 
saw trade leaving their toivn they began 
to enquire whether or not the lady mayor- 
ess could lawfully put down the saloons 
with a strong li.uiil. Tliey found (ml that 
she could not, us there was no civic 
law giving her the ^ower to close 
places where liquor wat sold. 
When this discovery was made the 
men of the town convened a public meeting 
at which it was agreed to call upon the 
lady-mayoress, who liad exceedeil her aiith- 
ity, to resign. It ia said that Mr. I'axton, 
her husband, was tho leader of this insur- 
rection, and that he was appointed otuir- 
man of the committee to wait upon't&e'lady 
mayoress. He did the work manfully, but 
we are not. told how he was received, or 
what answ er was given to the rei|uisilion he 
presented. Our infurmaut merely saya thai 
since then Mr. Paxton has taken his meals 
at a restaurant. This ia, moat likely, noth- 
ing more than a coarse, ill-natured, mascu- 
line pleasantry. It may, however, be safely 
prodicteil, that tho next Mayor of ICiowa 
will not be a woman.

Mr. Willis-Croft, of .Skeciui, ia in the city 
on a business tour, and reports everything 
in hia district flourishing. He wa.s seen by 
a Coi.o.N'l.sT reporter at tho Occidental 
^Hotel, yeaterday, and in response to queries 
stated Ilia conviction that tho Skeena dis- 
trict is a aplendid field for proHpeetora and 
investora. Asked aa to the mineral wealth 
of the region, he said that little was known 
of it, inasmuch as practical toHts had not 
been made to any extent. The country 
was practically unknown, and the richness 
of its resources was undoubted, as those 
who lived in it knew. 

"In the interior, east of the Cascades," 
aaiil Mr. Wileis-Croft, "the ^Govoriiinent 
"urveyors have discovered a' fine tract of 
grazing or ranch land, which was unknown 
licretolore. The country, they say, is 
splendid for cattle raising, and there is 
plenty of it. There wonlj be an excellent 
market for cattle here." 

"I'.etter than tboso you have got?" sug- 
gested the reporter. 

"From what we can hear it is," said Mr. 
Willia-Crofl. 

"Is it suitable for wheat growing was 
aakcil. 

"That J don't know; but when I lirst 
came to this country people would laugh at 
you were yon to say tliat cereal crops could 
be produced at Soda Creek or Williams' 
Creek, and we know to-day what tlicse dis- 
tricts can do in this way." 

Asked aa to liia opinion on the jiropoaed 
Crofter settlement, .Mr. Willia-Ciofi aaid he 
fully a|iproved of it. "We have," he saiil, 
"splendid fishing coasts there, with aullici- 
ent land for Crofter aettleiiieut. The whole 
diatricl ia now unproductive, and if it can 
be made productive, so much the better. If 
we gel t he Croftera out there, there is a 
(iovernment grunt given tlieni, to be repaid 
in easy inatalmeiits, und I am niiatukeii if 
they don't make a sueeess." 

"W'httt about a market for their proiluce, 
in a district somewhat isohttcil, as yours is'.'" 

"There ia no <li(liculty in the matter," 
replied .Mr. Willis Croft, "seeing that a 
company baa been formed with half a mil- 
lion aterling ut their back, to provide a 
market for tho products of the crofters, it 
is not u matter for us to consider wheie the 
market is to be found, if a company under- 
take to provide it." 

The timber-exhuustion question was start- 
ed by the Culx>KlHT man, who felt rather 
amall when assured that he might as well 
talk of ocean exhaustion. But the subject 
was piii.sued, and Mr. Willis Croft expressed 
an i)|)iiiioii that, if the distant future was to 
be considered, it would bo well to make pro- 
vision for a growth of timber to take the 
place of the sticks now being cut down. 
Other countries were discussing the neces- 
sity of re-foresting, and ho hoped such a 
subject would never have to be broached 
here.
